CoLostAt Secretary's Orrics, 
New’ Westminster, Oct. 3ist, 1864. 

Sin,—I have the honar to report to you my return 
from Visiting the Kootenay District. I much! regret 
that my absence has b¢en prolonged beyond the time 
J had anticipated, in consequenceof the greater distance | 
ofthe Mining portion of that District from the Town of 
Hope than I had been led to expect, from: the reports 
that had reached New Westminstér before my departure. | 

Leaving Hope on the’ ‘2nd September, in company | 
with Mr. Bushby and Mr. Evans,'we crossed the Cascade 
range to Prin¢eton, a distance of 75 miles, in 3 days, 
and following tlie beadtiful Valley of the Similkameen, 
we reached the Custom House at Osoyoos on the 8th of | 

From Osoyoos we ptoceeded by way of Rock ‘Creek, | 
where we found several Chinamén and 5 white men em- | 
ployed in mining on the lower portion of the stream. 





- The latter were taking out from.6 to 8 dollars a day 


‘“ to the hand,” and from information I was enabled to 
gather on the spot it only requites an influx of Miners 
to develop the resourcés of this once famous creek. 

After leaving this we followed the N-whoy-al-pit-kwu 
or Kettle River, a8 faras Boundary Creek, ‘where we 
left the old Colville trail-iand proceeded by the new 
Hudson Bay Company's trail, which continues through 
British territory dnd after some 15 miles strikes the 
old trail again on the Gratide Pgairie. With the excep- 
tion of avery few milés the eptire route from Rock 
Creek lies through. a fine rolling prairie country, thin- 
ly wooded ‘and abounding in bynch grass. = 

The Grande Prairie is a maghificent level plateau of 
some 15 miles.in length, by 8 jin breadth, admirably 
adapted for grazing and agriculture ; it 1 almost en- 
eircted by the Kettle River, the banks of which for 
some distance on eithér side cansist of a deep rich soil. 

My intention was to/have cogtinued on the new trail 
to Fort Shepherd without passing. into American ter- 
ritory, but on learning trom the the Indians, whom we 
met on the Grande Prairie, that the trail from Fort 
Shepherd to tlie Kootehay Lakp was extremely rough 
and bad for horses, | deemed if prudent te proceed to 
FYort Shepherd by way of Colville, where I was enabled 
to have some of the horses}, which had become foot sore, 
properly shod at the United States Barracks, through 
the kindness of the officer in cqmmind of the garrison. 

After a delay of two days at Dolville we started for 
trading post of the 
Hudson Bay Company, situated in a wild and barren 
spot, some two miles northwar@ of the Boundary Line, 
and forty miles from Colville. | ‘

I find that the trail from thig point to the Kootenay 

Valley, which passes over a densely wooded Mountain, 
a distance of some 80 miles, Was opened out in the 
‘early spring by the Métchants ef Colvile, but what ad- 
ditions or improvements, have gince been made -by ‘the 
employees of the Hudson Bay Company, 1 am at a loss 
to conceive. { 

No attempt has been made tg grade the steep inclines 
in anyway, and it seems to have been the. ambition of 
the road party tocarry the trail 4brough as many swamps 
as possible, every now and then appearing to lose them- 
selves and then taking the trai] over some high bluff 
only to return again to the swamps beneath. 

The best evidence I’ can give of the utter useless- 
nesd of the work, done under the auspices of the Hud- 
son Bay Company, is in' the digaster which has bappett 

ged to one of the Company's @wn pack-trains, which 
“started to cross this portion of the trail at the ‘same 
time as myself, under the change of Mr. Linklater ; this 


- train was 14 days-in reaching the Kootenay Valley, and 


lost six horses, one of which disappeared with its en- 
tire pack of 250 lbs of Flour. 3 3 s } 
As the trail at presént existg it would be impossible 


_ for packers to pass through this portion without carry- 


ing food for their animals. ‘There is good, feed about 
12 miles trom Fort Shepherd gnd again at the Summit 
of the Mountains, whiéh form the divide between the 
valleys of the Columbia and Kootenay rivers. The dis- 
tance from the first feed to thé summit is 34 miles, and 
again from the summit to the Kootenay some 36 miles 
must be passed over without finding sufficient grass for

No: 1, South Sand Head, placed|in 7 feet low water, 


;}-acable .N.W.4W of, Buoy distinguished by a pole 


elevated 20 feet above the piles on which is fixed a large 
Cask, the pole, cask and one pile painted RED. 

No. 2, North Sand Head, a cable to the West of 
Buoy, placed in 5 feet ut low. water, distinguished by a 
large Diamond, formed with boards, elevated-on a pole 
20 feet above the piles. This Beacon 1s all BLACK. 

No. 3, North Sand, about/half the distance between 
Chequered and Black ‘Buoy, distinguished by White 
and Black. horizontal stripes, placed in 6 feet at low 
water. : i 

No. 4, North Sand, nearly abreast of Black top Buoy, 
is a Black Top Beacon, 1 cable distant, placed in 5 
feet at low water. The top being a Black triangle, form- 
ed with broad slats on a White pole, elevated 16 feet 
above the piles, which are whitewashed. 

No. 5, North Sand, on the Spit, i} cable S.W. of Red 
top Buoy, isa Red Top Beacon, which is placed in 5 
feet at low water, distinguished by a large Cask, paint- 
éd RED, elevated on a White pole, 10 feet above the 
piles, the upper part of the piles being whitewashed.

The Beacons constructed on the 
Sands, indicating the! locality of the Buoys, remove a 
great difficulty bitherte experienced by navigators in 
distinguishing the several Buoys. 

For Vessels of large draught the {Beacons will be 
found invaluable, as by taking care to port sufficiently 
soon, so as to cross when in ® line, they will lead over 
the Bar carrying from 19 to 22 feet at HIGH WATER 
(in all other parts of the Channel much deeper water 
will be found). After the Red Top Beacon is brought 
in a hne with the White Beacon, the Buoy miy be with 
safety rounded ; then steer in direction for the White 
Buoy and Beacon, and from thence to Garry Point.

Tho work, too, had to be done with the most 
meagre appliances ; and in order to raise the ne. 
cepsary funds the people of New, Westminster 
paid. self-imposed tax unequalled probably in 
the history of any other commanity. Although 
inithe four years’ working of the institution 
there were occasional jars and collisions, yet, 
upon the whole, the Council has worked hatmo- 
niously and well, and maintained ite esprit de 
corps through a series of trying vicissitudes more 
fully than is generally the case. One by one the 
old stock. bas disappeared, some to more elevated 
and extended fields of usefulness, two having ta- 
kon seats in the first legislative body ever con- 
ferred upon the colony, and both baving been 
sdnt back there a second time by acclamation, 
while # third now occupies the important posi- 
tivn of Editor of the leading newspaper of the 
neighboring colony. It is, therefore, with feel- 
ings of a peculiar character, mingling regret with 
miniscences of the past, that we notice the re- 
rignation*of Mr, Manson, the last but one of the

he Assizes. 


The autumn assizes commenced on Monday. 
At halfpast 11 o'clock His Honor Jadge Beg- 
bie took bis seat upon the Bench, when Mr. Oli- 
ver Hare, Acting Registrar of the Supreme 
Court, proceeded to read the Royal Commission 
appointing bia Lordship, after which the assizes 
were formally opened in the usual way. 


The Grand Jury was empannelled, consisting 
of the following gentlemen : Hon, H. Holbrook, 
Foreman, Hon.\J. A.|R. Homer, William Clark- 
son, R. Dickinson, J.T. Scott, J. A. Webster, 
W. J. Armstrong, E. Brown, P. Hick, J. Mur- 
ray, A. H. Manson, W. E. Cormack and W. 
Peacock, Esqnires. 

His|Honor the Judge addressed the Grand 
Jury in a very appropriate manner, expressing 
his regret that it becaine his duty to call their 
attention to several cases of a very grave clare 
acter. The case of the Indians charged with 
being concerned in the Bute Inlet massacre, he 
said, had already been before o Grand Jury and 
a True Bill found, so that it would not ocenpy 
their attention. But two cases would, however, 
be brought before them, one that of an Indian 
for the murder of a Chinaman, and the other that 
of an Indian charged with the murder of. white 
man about two years ago. His Honor: alluded 
to the important fanctions and grave reaponsi- 
bility with which a Grand Jury was invested, 
defined the difference between that and the Petit 
Jury (a rather fanny definition to our mind) and 
defined the duties of the latter, after which the 
Jury retired.

prisoner's feet Pouingkoo’s boots, which witness 
identitied. ‘When they had got nearly up to Yule 
the prisoner escaped, but was arrested a second 
time at the same rancherie, Poningkoo’s body: 
was afterwards found in the Fraser River oppo- 
site New Westmninster. Witness came down 
aud identified it. There was a gash, apparently 
inflicted by a hatchet, on the left side of the 
head, Two other Chinamen also identified the 
body as that of Poningkoo, 

Dr. Jones deposed that he had examined the 
body ;} that the featares were perfect, and that 
the gash was such as might hare been inflicted 
by a hatchet. 

Mr, Robertson, in his address to the jury, al- 
luded:to the absence of important evidence ; His 
Honor the Jndge in the course of his eharge, al-

From Shaswap Lake to the Colambia River a 
wagon road can be built over the divide we fol- 
lowed, the summit of which is from 1500 to 1700 
feet above the level of the lake,.and at the time 
we crossed was covered with snow from one to 
two, feet in depth for a distance of about. two 
miles on each sidé of the divide or sammit. The 
snow has fallen very fecently, and is fast disap-
